Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest methods of reducing odor comprising modifying particles having a positive zeta 
potential with a transition metal, wherein a bifunctional chelating agent that is a catechol 
containing one or more iminodiacetic acid groups complexes said transition metal to the particles 
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a substrate as described in the aforementioned method, or a substrate comprising a coating of 

alumina particles modified with a transition metal, wherein the particles have a positive zeta 

potential and a bifunctional chelating agent containing a dye binds the transition metal to the 

particles. The closest prior art (Yim: U.S. Patent No. 5,486,356) does not suggest particulate 

materials modified with a transition metal with a catechol containing one or more iminodiacetic 

acid groups, nor does Schiestel (U.S. Patent No. 6,830,694) suggest complexing agents that are 

catechols containing one or more iminodiacetic acid groups.
